- DIRECTOR. 


_ RESCUED BY SIKHS, 


As briefly: coported by ‘cable at 
the time, on alarming outbreak of 
rl tesrloteazes agdinst a Briton oc- 
curred at the Breslin-Griffitt Car- 
pet Factory, Soochow Road, in the 
ex-German Concession, at Tientsin 
at. about 10 o'clock on the morning 
of the 5th instant, when a brutal 
assault was made on Mr, Fred 
Thorias; Managing Director of the 
firm, by a mob of some 850 work- 
men.

‘Origin of Trouble, .° 


Interviewed by a.representative 
of the Peking and Tienisin Times, 
Mr. Thomas said the’ facts of the 
éase were as follows:: 

"For some. time’ Mr. Thomas 
‘we have been anti- 
cipating changing our foreman, 
Yang Fu-tsai, due to unsatisfae- 
tory work and his not carrying out 
the orders given him, and I entered 
into negotiations with a new man 
named Wong Hsien-chno, to, take 
over his job. Yang Fu-tsai was to 
have left this (Saturday) morning 
and the new foreman was to have 
been installed,

HIS EXCELLENCY REVIEWS 
E PROBLEMS. me 
. Problems’ of public health were 
dealt” with. by-.-Colonel’ Boylan. 
Smith, the President of the Hong- 
kong branch of the British Medical 
Association, snd by His Excellency 
the Governor (Sir Cocil Clementi, 
K.C.M.G.) at’ the annual dinner 
of the Association held at the 
Hongkong Hotel last night. : 

There were over forty present, 
Colonel Boylan Smith being inthe 
chnir, ‘with His Excellency, the 
guest of honour, on his right. The 
Chairman ‘was supported by the 
members of the Council, Professor 
John Anderson (Vice President), 
Dr, Strahan (Hon, Secretary), Dr. 
Sanders (Hon. Trensurer), Dr. 
Addison, Surg. Lt-Comdr. Fitzroy 
Williams, Dr. Black, Dr, Woo and 
Dr. J. C. Macgown, 

Proposing the toast of His Ex- 
cellency «he Governor, Colonel 
said he. under- 
stood that was the first occasion 
His Excellency had dined with the 
local branch of the British "Medical 
Association, and they sincerely 
hoped it would not be the last. As 
the representative of His Majesty 
the King and as Governor of the 
Colony, they were glad to welcome 
him, but they were particularly 
pleased to have him because he was 
himself. (Hear. hear and = ap- 
plause). It Wad been said that 2 
prophet was without hon.ur in his 
cwn country, but His Excellency 
certainly belied that proverb. 
We (the Chairman) had served in 
a number of Colonies but he had 
}nown no head of the Government.

Health Of the Colony. 


Dealing with matters of public 
eulth, the Chairman asked it 
chose present vere . satisfied with 
the heulth’of the Colony.

Malaria. 


The Chairman urged the regis- 
tration of malarial fever as a notl- 
fiablo disease, and spoke of ‘a re- 
cent visit by a prominent naval 
malarial officer from Singapore, 
who had said-Hongkong was three 
years behind the times in the mat- 
ter of malarial , prevention. He 
certainly thought there ought, to 
be a malariologist in the Colony. 
If it was possible to eradicate 
malarial fever on the Island, then 
he thought it would be well worth 
while. (Hear hear). -The death 
-rnto—would-be-reduced;the-health- 
of the.community-would-bo.improy— 
ed and everybody would benefit. 
It would be-.”. interesting 
to discover . the - loss _ to. 
the commercial community through 
majarial fever. He was not throw- 
ing any bricks at the Government, 
but was only attempting. to point 
out ways In which ae thought the 
health of the Colony might be im- 
proved. In pleading for’ greater 
accuracy in statistics, accuracy 
in reporting the results of investi:

British 
Colony of about a milljon inhabit- 
ants, sct on the seq coast: of a 
large Chinese province estimated 
to contain about 87. millién in- 
habitants, The province of Kwang- 
tung was somewhat smaller in size 
than Italy, but it had a larger 
population, whereas the population 
of the whole of the Colony was 


somewhat less than that of one|‘ 


single town in Kwangtung province 
—he referred to its capital, Can- 
ez Even in “.a city — like 
anton, problems of sanita- 
tion and of pablic health 
received only the most perfunctory 
attention from the Chinese au: 
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thorities, and in the Kwangtung |.
